Lamar Hunt, the founder of the American Football 


League, had just finished relaying the terms of the pro 
peace merger to Al Davis, the young commissioner, 


Davis was apoplectic. He told Hunt and his committee 


(Ralph Wilson of Buffalo and Billy Sullivan of Boston) 


what he thought of the deal. 


"Tell him, Lamar," said Wilson, "the 


last provision." 


"Oh yes," continued Hunt, "there's only 


going to be one commissioner over both 
leagues—Pete Rozelle." 


In front of Davis sat the two men most 


responsible for landing him in the driv- 
er's seat of the AFL just two months be- 
fore. They had sponsored him for the 
position. 


When they were appointed the peace nego- 


tiating committee Davis had to concur. When 


they sold him down the river, to end the pro football war, 
Davis was free to tell them what he thought of them. He did. 
He also let them know that under no circumstances would he 
stay on in a secondary position. 


"I feel bad about that," said Wilson later. 
Hunt had gone into the final negotiations with a firm 


agreement the AFL would insist that both Davis and 
Rozelle remain as commissioners of their respective 
leagues and a third, impartial party would be appointed 
to resolve all future conflicts. 


When he came out, sans Davis, it illustrated the differ- 


ence in the way the two leagues operated. The AFL 
commissioner had no real say in the bargaining that led 
to the most significant deal in professional football his- 
tory. He was kept appraised and could suggest, but the 
owners carried the ball all the way. 


In the NFL, however, Pete Rozelle called all the shots, 


via Tex Schramm, president of the Dallas Cowboys. 
This made an interesting parlay. Schramm, as general 
manager of the Rams, hired Rozelle for his first pro 
football job, as the club publicity man. Rozelle's eleva- 
tion to commissioner in 1960 coincided with Schramm's 
arrival in Dallas to be general manager of the new ex- 
pansion Cowboys. They're close friends, and Pete knows 
how to be discreet and a good negotiator. 


Pitting Schramm against Hunt renewed an old rivalry, for 


Lamar's Kansas City Chiefs were originally located in Dallas, 
against the Cowboys—and Lamar lost that battle, too, when 
he left town. 


"The merger," said Tex the other day, "would not 


have been possible without Pete." I'll say. Rozelle laid 
down the ground rules for pro football peace, and they 
were followed almost all the way. Pete might even have 
acted as the negotiator himself, except that he felt lie 
might become emotionally involved, whereas sitting be- 
hind the scenes he could evaluate the situation objec- 
tively and actually be in a'stronger position to exercise 
his influence. You'know he had to come out of it on top. 


So Pete now stands as probably the single strongest 


man in all of sports. There's no doubt pro football will 
thrive under the merger, although a little of the tang of 
competition has gone out of it. 


Rozelle has a corporate mind and already projects a 


study of pro football to see what direction the 
"new" 


National Football League will take when the four sea- 
sons leading to complete merger under one roof are up. 
"CBS is in the midst of one right now," he explained. 


In the meantime, his erstwhile rival, Davis, won't suffer. 


The merger violated his long-term contract so he'll have no 
trouble getting his money, which is rumored to be $60,000 
for the next five years. 


He could go back to the Oakland Raiders if he wanted 


to. A prominent owner in the Western Division of the 
NFL has coveted Davis as a general manager for some 
time. 


His big secret is that he wasn't able to complete the 


campaign he started for equality and which he's con- 
vinced the AFL would have won if his owners hadn't 
capitulated when the older league flattered them by 
finally recognizing they existed. 


"Like old Doug (MacArthur)," muttered Davis after 


the coup d'etat, "I'll be back."

Corporation 
Tax Bill Up 
25 Per Cent 


By SAM DAWSON

NEW YORK (AP) -This is 


tax day. for. the nation's corpora- 
tions. And the bill is hefty 25 
per cent higher than last June 
15. One way or another, big and 
little business firms must fork 
up more than $8 billion today 
for the U.S. Treasury. 


Higher interest rates and a 


scarcity of money available for 
borrowing will squeeze many 
companies. 


Many of the largest corpora- 


tions probably have long since 
prepared to meet the tax collec- 
tor. But bankers say some of 
the smaller firms have been 
having trouble finding money to 
borrow. 


The bigger tax bite this year 


than last stems from the U,S. 
Treasury's new collection rules 
more than it does from the larg- 
er profits on which to pay the 
levy. 


Formerly corporations paid 18 


per cent of the year's estimated 
income tax in the first half of 
the year. Last March Congress 
passed a Tax Adjustment Act U> 
boost first-half payments to 24 
per cent. 


Corporations paid part of last 


year's remaining income tax 
March 15, and 12 per cent of this 
year's esit. 3ted tax April 15. 
Another 12 per cent is due to- 
day, along with the final pay- 
ment for 1965's taxes. 


The purpose of the new law 


was to put corporations on a 
pay-as-you-go basis by the end 
of next year — something like 
the withholding tax on personal 
paychecks. In the long run cor- 
poration's total tax bills remain 
the same. But getting closer to 
a pay-as-you-go schedule is put- 
ting a special, jf temporary, 
squeeze on corporate treasuries 
this year. 


It's also pulling a squeeze on 


many banks. The demand for 
loans has been soaring with the 
big spurt in economic activity. 
The demand for tax loans is just 
(hat much more of a burden lo 
banks hard pressed to find len- 
dable funds. 


And some of the funds the 


banks have built up will be 
drawn down by the tax dead- 
line. These are the Certificates 
of Deposit which corporations 
have bought from the banks.

Sunday was the first time 


Nikita Khrushchev, living on a 
pension now, had appeared in 
public since he voted last year. 
He is as close to being anony- 
mous as the present Soviet lead* 
ers can make htm. 


Being forced to live out his 


life in obscurity, since the new 
bosses bounced him as the No. 1 
man in October 1964, may seem 
harsh. But almost certainly It is 
more than Stalin would have 
permitted. 


That he can go on living at all 


after losing in the Soviet power 
struggle is as good testimony as 
any to the change he wrought in 
the Soviet Union and, as a re- 
sult, in the world. 


Thus his present obscurity is 


only temporary, even though it 
lasts his lifetime. But his exact 
place in history is not at all cer- 
tain since it wilt depend upon 
what 
eventually happens to 


communism. 


He was not an Innovator in 


the field of tangibles, like Stalin 
who drove and dragged the So- 
viet Union into the atomic and 
space age and, at frightful cost 
in lives and luxury, gave it in- 
dustry. 


Khrushchev's 
contribution, 


over the 10 years in which he 
dominated most of communism, 
was in the field of the spirit, 
which may seem an odd word to 
associate with a man so earthy, 
tempestuous and unpredictable. 


Stalin was totally dedicated to 


the triumph o fthe Communist 
state, no matter the cost to the 
people in it. Khrushchev ren- 
dered such Red fanatisicm ludi- 
crous and obscene when he 
revealed Stalin as a monster 
and murderer. 


Khrushchev didn't lessen the 


importance of the state. But he 
made life and people more im- 
portant than Stalin could have 
imagined or tolerated by relax- 
ing the cold war inside and out- 
side of the Soviet Union. 


Inside, the people, harassed 


less by the secret police, could 
breathe a little freer, could 'ex- 
press a little discontent, even 
though timidly, while the state 
piaid more attention to their 
needs and their comforts.

He 
predicted that virtually all the 
others would be in compliance 
by July 1. 


But officials are concerned 


that hospitals and physicians set 
up workable procedures to in- 
sure that patients do not occupy 
hospital beds after they could be 
discharged, or after they have 
recovered to the point at which 
visiting-nurse or nursing-home 
care would sufficed. 


The administration also hopes 


to enlist the help of hospitals, 
and medical groups in making 
sure that elderly citizens under- 
stand that medicare is only for 
the sick — that patients will be 
admitted to hospitals only upon 
the decision of doctors, .and that 
medicare may not 'be "used" for 
rest or custodial care. 


Even greater vigilance will be 


needed, some officials predict- 
ed, after nursing-home care is 
added to the benefits next Jan. 
1. 


Persons who are in nursing 


homes merely for custodial care 
or because of chronic onditions 
needing minimal treatment are 
not qualified for nursing-home 
benefits. The mediare law "re- 
quires that three days of hospi- 
talization precede transfer to a 
nursing home. 


But hospitals report many 


physicians already have been 
asked to arrange three days of 
hospitallzation for elderly occu- 
pants of nursing homes so that 
medicare will pick up much of 
the bill for the next 100 days of 
nursing home care. 


The government hopes also 


for vigorous efforts by doctors 
and hospitals to disseminate 
information on what medicare 
does not provide, as wqll as 
what it does.
